calendar image, both in an upright orientation, wherein each sheet defines an aperture adjacent a 
^ bottom edge of the calendar image and adjacent an upper edge of the artwork image to permit the 
{J V calendar to be mounted to a wall hook or nail, wherein the artwork images comprise images of 
V flowers, and the removable scent elements which are carried by the calendar carry flower scents 
corresponding to the artwork images, wherein the scent elements are encased in a plastic wrapper 
which can be removed by a user to release a scent which corresponds to a monthly artwork 
image.

14. (Amended) A scented calendar as in claim 12 further comprising a plastic wrapper encasing 
the scent element which can be removed by the user to release the scent.

REMARKS 

Summary of Amending pt<; 

It is proposed to amend claim 6 to recite "removable scent elements" to better distinguish the 
cited art. Claim 14 is to be amended to depend from an allowed claim. Claim 15 is to be 
cancelled to eliminate an objection to the drawing. These amendments are made at this time 
rather than earlier in view of applicant's only recently obtaining a translation of JP 8-80691 . The 
amendment is believed to place the application in condition for allowance and raises no new issues 
for the examiner's consideration. Entry is requested. 

Status of claim.: 

Claims 6-20 are pending. Claims 12-20 (siet. 12-13 and 16-20) have been allowed. Claims 6-1 1 
and 14-15 (claim 6 and its dependent claims) have been finally rejected. Upon entry of the 
amendment, claims 6-14 and 16-20 will remain pending. 
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
